that the door had not been locked. He 
entered and saw Mr. McJunkin lying 
on the bed in the sleep of death. The 
boy did not notice at first that Mr. 
McJunkin held a revolver in his hand, 
which was lying on his stomach. The 
hotel people were aroused and the fact 
of Mr. McJunkin's death was made 
known.
